The U.S. Senatorial Committee on 
Foreign Relations Confers With 
the President and is Told the 
Plans of the Administration— 
Proposes to Enforce Neutrality 
More Strictly. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—-President 
Wilson tonight took the senate com- 
mittee on fureign relations and: the 
hcuse committee on foreign affairs 
into his confidence, and to the mem- 
ders made known the history of the 
administration's handling of the Mexi- 
can prablem, including the president's 
efforts to bring about peace in the 
southern republic. 

The president read to the congres- 
sional conference the message he will 
deliver to congress tomorrow unless 
some werd is received from Mexico 
City between now and the hour set 
for the reading of the message, 3 p.m. 
tomorrow. There is no hope of 
Huerta changing, said a message re- 
ceived at midnight. In addition to the 
message outlining all that has been 
done, the president read to the mem- 
bers the note which Commissioner of 
Mediation John Lind \presented to 
Huerta, and which contained the 
preeident’s four proposals for settling 
the war, and the reply to that note 
by President Huerta. 

In his: message the president-advised 
4 policy of non-interference on the part 
of the United States for the immedi- 
ate future in dealing with the Mexi- 
can problem. He pointed out that this, 
it appeared to him, was the most sen- 
sible course to pursue. 

He does not advocate the lifting of 
the embargo against the revolutionists 
in Mexico obtaining arms and @4mmuni. 
tion in the United States. To the con- 
trary, he advised an enforcement of 
all neutrality laws Permitting no fac- 
tion to obtain munitions of war in the 
United States. 

In the discussion of the message and 
the two notes the president indicated 
how serious a Problem the Mexican 
situation is, and said the Question 
should be treated seriously by both the 
executive and congress. 

The congressional advisers were 
made acquainted with the whole situ- 
ation. They were informed as to what 
pressure was being brought to bear 
on Huerta by England, France and 
Japan,and of financial condition, both 
regarding provisional government and 
the revolutionists. This latter picture 
which the president drew was not en- 
Couraging so far as the belligerents 
were concerned, It showed a depleted 
treasury in Mexico City, and the re- 
volutionists in equally as ban a con- 
dition. 

The president did not monopolize 
the evening with his message or the 
expression of his views. From each of 
the congressmen present the president 
obtained an expression. A poll of the 
visitors showed that all agreed with 
the president's view in regard to the 
treatment of the problem. All endors- 
ed the police he had pursued in the 
past, including his sending Commis- 
sioner John Lind to Mexico City. 

As the matter stands at this hour, 
the two committees in congress which 
will have to be the president's steering 
wheel there, are fully ecquainted with 
the whole story of the present revolu- 
tion, and what has been done by the 
administration to prevent a clash be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, 
and to bring about the peace of that 
country. 

Owing to the president's wish to 
keep the question open to the last 
minute—until the hour he reads his 
message—the congressional visitors 
were pledged to secrecy.

INSECT ANAESTHETICS. 


Wasps and Beetles Paralyze Their 
Victims Before Killing. 

That the sting of the wasp, which 
punctures the verve centers of a cup- 
tured caterpillar or spider, usually par- 
ulyzes the creature [ptu belplessness 
rather thin kills it is Well known 
The victim: remains alive in the bur- 
row or ceil in which the wasp stores it 
as food fur the larva which will 
emerge from the egg laid in the same 
cell.

The curious thing is that the beetle 
annesthetizes the mollusk at the first 
attuck, preventing it from escaping by 
withdrawing to safety deep within its 
sbell. Upon ftinding the snail the 
beetle dashes forward and, tbrusting 
out its sharp, curved mandibles, re- 
peatedly stabs the side of the body of 
its prey. After a few purctures the 
snail becomes insensible and remains 
in that deidened state for three or

,of seven Rs &O boats were. fined 
$200.00 apiece for selling liquor with- 
outalicen-e. If this had bseo th+ 
‘tirst offence there would not be so 
much ground for criticism, but the 
truth is that steamers running out of 
Toronto have been fined regularly for 
the same offence since 1907. This 
point was brought upby Mr. N. W. 
Howell and the Opposition last ses<ion. 
They usked for an official return show- 
ing the fines levied and this report 
revealed the fact that a long list ot 
steamers had been selling liquor with- 
out a license for yenrs. Each season 
the wine clerks ave fined and practice 
goes on. It is interesting to'note that 
the fines have almost quadrupled in 
amount. In 1907 they averaged about 
365. Tuey are now assessed at a flat 
rate of $200.00. 

Such a method of dealing with an 
iHegal sale of liquor is farcical on the 
face of it.

STORIES AND THE DRAMA. 


Harder Work to Write a Novel Than to 
Construct a Play. 
One reason why a play is easier to 





| write than a novel is that a play is 
‘shorter than a novel. 


On the average 
one may say that it takes six plays to 
make the matter of a novel. Other 
things being equal, a short work of art 
presents fewer difficulties than a long- 
er one. The contrary is held true by 
the majority, but then the majority, 
uaving never attempted to produce a 
long work of art, are unqualified- to 
offer an opinion. 

It is said that the most difficult form 
of poetry is the sonnet. But the most 
difficult form of poetry is the epic. The 
proof that the sonnet is the most dif- 
(icutt form is alleged to be in the few- 
ness of perfect sonnets. There are, 
however, few more perfect sonnets 
thew perfect epics.. A perfect sonnet 
may bea heavenly accident. But such 
accidents can never buppen to writers 
of epics. 

Some years ago we bad an enormous 
palaver about tbe “art of the short 
story,” which numerous persons who 
had omitted to write novels pronounc- 


‘led to be more difficult than the novel. 


3ut the fact remains that there are 
scores of perfect short stories, where- 
fs it is doubtful whether anybody but 
Turgenev ever did write a perfect 
novel. 

A short form is easier to manipulate 
than a long form because its construc- 
tion is less complicated, because the 
balance of its proportions can be more 
easily corrected by means of a rapid 


; survey, because it is lawful and even 


necessary in it to leave undone many 
things which are very hard to do and 
because the emotional strain is less 
prolonged. The most difficult thing in 
all art is to maintain the imaginative 
tension unslackened throughout a con- 


‘siderable period.—Metropolitan Maga-

THREE WONDERFUL MIRRORS. ' 





Used In Place of a Telescope in Mount 
Wilson Observatory. 

From Los Angeles by trolley car and 
burro back up through the pine forests 
one reaches Wilson observatory. 
No dome or gigantic telescope greets 
the visitor when he gains the summit. 
A buge Noah's ark of canvas destroys 
all preconceived ideas of what an ob 
servatory should look like, and within 
three wonderful mirrors take the place 
of the great tubular telescope of other 
observatories, 

The observatory building is con- 
structed of canvas, the sides being set 
in the form of tiers of steeply overlap- 
ping eaves. } This arrangement is cal- 
culated to allew for perfect ventilation 
and is re-enforced by a vertical wall 
of canvas, which can be raised or low- 
ered at will tojobtain an even tempera- 
ture. 

The peculiar arrangement of mirrors 
that replaces the familiar telescope is 
the center around which all interest in 
the observatory revolves. These mir- 
rors are constructed at the Yerkes ob- 
servatory and are the finest products 
of the optician’s manufacturing skill. 
The enlarging mirror, which is sup 
ported by a plier of stone at the farther 
end of the building, is of concave 
glass four inches thick, and the scien- 
tists tell us it is of twenty-four inch 
aperture by sixty foot focus. 

The glass is polished ever so often 
with jewelers’ rouge upon pads of 
chamois skin and is burnished every 
week or ten days, in order to remove 
all possible dust. In addition a gal- 
vanized cover is kent over It when it 
is not in use.—Christlan Herald.

Superintendent of the Experimental 


Farm at Indian Head Sask., Moved 
Into the West Before the Three Pro- 
vinces Were Joined and Has Been 
on the Farm Ever Since—Popular in 
the West.

In the West the name of Angus Mac- 
kay is‘ household expresison, because 
for\ twenty-six years is has meant 
friendship and counsel to the farmer of 
the plains says Norman Lambert in To- 
ronto Globe. Mr. Mackay is the super- 
intendent of the Dominion Experimen- 
tal Farm at Indian Head, and he is the 
only superintendent that institution has 
ever had. More than that, he is the 

ioneer, the father, of agriculture in 
Vestern Canada. Saskatchewan is his 
Province now, and Saskatchewan people 
claim him as their Grand Old Man, but 
Mr. Mackay’s field of influence knows 
no Provincial boundaries. He came into 
the West long before the three Prairie 
Provinces were formed, and he is known 
and remembered best, perhaps, for his 
work during the long, hatd years prior 
to 1905. Early in July it was announced 
toat Angus Wesker was being retired 
by the Government from the farm at In- 
dian Head to take a better position, and 
from Manitoba to Alberta, from the 
boundary line to the northerly limits of 
the agricultural belt, this general word 
was spoken: ‘‘There is nothing too 
good in this world thut they can do for 
him.’’ 

Angus Mackay cane to the great 
Northwest in 1882. He was amongst 
the first contingent of setiters which 
came West from Ontario upon the 
opening of the C. P. R. to Manitoba. 
Tie majority of the old Ontario im- 
migrants at .that time were taking 
land in the southern part of Mani- 
tohba, and in that district to-day, ex- 
cepting the Mennonites, the sons and 
daughters of the pioneers in Bruce, 
Huron and Grey counties still com- 
rise a large percentage of the popu- 
ation. Whether or not it was be-

The three mon who came West with 
Angus Mackay in ’eighty-two were 
Williamson, Miller and Boon. They 
all hailed from Ontario County, On- 
torio, in the vicinity of Pickering. Mr. 


Mackay, who, was korn ig that lo- 
cality in 1841, was also educated at 
the old Whitby Grammar School. In 
1866 he was Lieutenant in the 34th 


Regiment of Fort Erie, and was en- 
gaged in active service at the time 
of the Fenian Raid. So, although being 
known now principally for his work 
of the past thirty years in Western 
Canada Mr. Mackay spent the first 
forty-one years of his life in the 
East. When the group of the four 
Ontario County farmers left for the 
Western frontier the C. P. R. was 
running only as war west as Oak 
Lake, at that time a point 165 miles 
beyond Winnipeg. After Oak Lake, a 
lonely, boundless expanse of prairie 


was the only view, and on toward 
the western skyline journeyed the 
four setlers with their wagons and 


eumbersome ox-teams, for a distance 
of 150 miles, when they came to the 


fertile district mcw surrounding In- 
dian Head. Then they selected their 
homesteads, in a block, “formed a 


company with themselves as the only 
shareholders, and decided, in this 
way, to work on a co-operative basis. 
Two of those old homesteads have 
since changed hands. They belonged 
to Miller and Williamson, who lived 
long enough to see the wheat belt move 
in jumps from the western boundary of 
Manitoba to the fertile plains of the 
Peace River Valley. 

For five years these four men work- 


ed together, and then, in 1887, the 
Dominion Government undertook to 
establish an expertmental farm in 


Western Canada.\ In 1888 a farm of 
690 acres was purchased from a land 
company which owned sixty thousand 
acres in the Qu’Appelle Valley country, 
which extends north from Indian Head 
as far as the Qu’Appelle River. Angus 
Mackay, who assisted the Government 
in locating the site for the first experi- 
mental farm, was appointed the first 
superintendent, and there on the out- 
skirts of the town of Indian Head he 
established what might very aptly be 
called an agricultural mission, to which 
men have gone in increasing numbers 
during the past twenty-five years, to 
learn the gospel of sensible farming, 
and from which thousands of letters 
have been sent to those who could 
not come, conveying into the wilder- 
ness some word of that same gospel. 
As the Provinces of Snskatchewan 
and Alberta were formed, and the rapid 
influx of immigration in recent years 
has given them thousands of farmers, 
other experimental stations have been 
established by the Dominion at 
Roathern and Scott, and at Lethbridge 
and Lacombe. These younger institu- 
tions, heuded by young and capable 
men, are carrying on with vigor and 
efficiency the work which was started 
by the old master at Indian Head, but 
it is from him still that much advice 
is sought and much information is re- 
ceived.

OUTLAW. LAFITTE, 


Old Time Patriot Pirate of the 
Gulf of Mexico. 








HE WAS COURTLY AND BRAVE 





And as Mild a Mannered Man as Ever 
Scuttled Ship or Cut a Throat—He 
Boldly Faced Andrew Jacksen, Won 
His Friendship and Fought For Him. 


Im the brnve days of old Jean La- 
fitte, the patriot pirate of the gulf, 
ruled over a little outlaw kingdom of 
his own within a few miles of the city 
of New Orleans. 

A picturesque tigure was Jean La- 
fitte, with a graceful, courtly delivery 
about him which made him popular 
with many of the most estimable 
dwellers in New Orleans. Hunudsome, 
able, averse to the shedding of bivod 
and even possessed of loyalty to the 


government whose excise laws he 
made jt/hix business to break. 
Latitte was French. He drifted to 


Iwuisinna in the early years of the 
nineteeuth century and set up in pira- 
cy in the bay of Barataria, a sbelter- 
ed burbor on the guif of Mexico, pro- 
tected by a long island called Grand 
Terre, where Jean Lafitte dwelt in a 
bouse of brick, with broad and com- 
fortable verandas, where ove might 
Joll at eose in a hammock, smoking 
and drinking lazily, while pirate chiefs 
filed in to bring reports of plunder 
taken and prospects abead. 

No crude or common pirate was this 
Jeun Lafitte. He held a privateer's 
commission from the republic of Car- 
tagena, which bad been recently es- 
tublisbed in South America and bas 
lung since been forgotten, and this 
cummission gave lim the rigbt to plun- 
der Spanish ships. Lafitte’s followers 
were a motley collection—black, white, 
yellow and red—restless and reckless 
rovers of the sea. Lafitte trafficked In 
silk and gold and negroes and sold 
bis goods openly at auction even in 
the city of New Orleans. 

He was popular, too; there is no 
Goubt of that. Had !t been otherwise 
he would not bave been permitted to 
remain five yeurs in Barataria. As 
early as 1800 we find governors of Jou- 
isjuna thundering ayalnst him, but La- 
fitte went calmly about bis business.

In September of that year 
a Britisb brig anchored six miles from 
Barataria pass, and its captain came 
ashore and offered Lafitte a captain's 
commission in the British navy and

an attack against New Orleans. 

Lafitte pretended to consider the of- 
fer, sending word meantime to a mem- 
ber of the legislature of the British 
captain's offer and declaring that he 
youl never accept t 
| or lettér to Govertidf Chaiborne, who 
| had offered $5,000 for Lafitte’s head 
nud for whose head Lafitte in return, 
in a spirit of gay bravado, had offered 
a reward of $50,000. Lafitte suggested 
that the governor extend clemency to 
his pirates, who in return would aid in 
the defense of the state against the 
British, The offer was rejected, and 
| an expedition ander Commodore Pat- 
terson of the United States navy 
swooped down on Barataria unexpect- 
edly, tore down the brick bouse, con- 
fiscated much plunder and drove out 
the pirates. 

Jean Lufitte and his brother Pierre 
escaped und established themselves on 
the lower Mississippi. Meanwhile An- 
drew Jackson had arrived to under- 
tuke the defense of New Orleans. Jean 
‘Lafitte went boldly into New Orleans 
tu see him, although the fiery general 
had declared he would have nothing to 
duo with “these pirates and bellish ban 
ditt” There must have been a pe- 
cullar charm and persuusiveness about 
Jeun Lafitte, for after the interview 
Jackson changed bis mind, accepted 
tbe aid of the pirates and sbowed the 
utmost trust in them. And throughout 
the siege of New Orleans the followers 
of Lafitte showed themselves worthy 
of confidence. They were excellent 
gunners, and two of Lafitte’s captains, 
Domlnique You and a man named Be 
Juche, were put in charge of sbips. 
When the British bad been driven 
away Jackson recommended that La- 
fitte and hix men be granted pardon 
for all previous misdemeanors, and the 
thing wus done. 

Nobody seems to know exactly what 
becume of Jean Lafitte and his brother 
In 1516 we find Jean in Galveston, 
Tex., whence he was chased by the 
Spanish government in 1820. Later 
there came stories of cruises in the 
Caribbean. ‘The call of the sea wus 
too strong for the one time Baratarian. 
—Kansas City Star.

Several Thoroughly Reliable Recipes 
For Cold Dainties. 

It ix n good idea to baye on hand sey- 
eral cooling beverages to serve when 
the weather is warm. Iced tea, coffee, 
lemoniude und orangeude ure favorite 
summer drinks, while ice creams and 
ices ure ulways hailed with joy. Sev- 
eral recipes for cold duinuties are given 
below: 





Iced Coffee. 

To euch quart of strong black hot 
coffee add half a pint of milk and four 
tablespoonfuls of sifted sugar and 
when cold add half a pint of thick 
cream. Ice in the freezing machine ; 
and then place in a large jug in a pan | 
of freezing salt and cover with a 
blanket. ‘The coffee should be freshly | 
roasted and made as strong as for aft- | 
er dinner coffee. Serve in tall glasses 
with a spoonful of whipped cream on | 
each. 


Barley Water, 

Juice of four lemons with the rind, 
one-quarter pound of pearl barley, one | 
of two ounces of Jouf sugar, three | 

ts of boiling water. Well wash 
UP varies in a little cold water. Peel 
tl rind of the lemons very thin. Pour | 
the boiling water on to all the ingredi- 


| ents. When cold strain off and serve. 


Pineapple Lemonade, 

Pare and grate a ripe pineapple anda 
pour over this the strained juice of | 
five lemons. Make a sirup with one 
pound of sugur und one pint of water 
boiled together for ten minutes. Mix 
all the ingredients and add one quart 
of water, strain through muslin, put 
into well corked bottles and keep in a 
When serving pour It over 
broken ice and put a cherry in each 
glass. The above keeps some months 
if tightly corked down. 

Lemon Sirup. 

Peel the rind thinly, use the juice of 
sixteen small lemons, six pounds of 
granulated sugar, two quarts of water, 
two ounces of tartaric acid. Pour the 
water when bolling on to the rind. 
juice and sugar. Cover it over and let 
it stand for twenty-four hours. Next 
day add the tartaric acid and strain. 
Let {it stand another twenty-four 
hours. Bottle and keep in a cool place. 

Lemon Sherbet. 

Rub the yellow rind of five small 
lemons with three-quarters of a pound 
of loaf sugur. Crush the Jatter to a 
powder, put it into a saucepan with 
a pint of water and simmer gently till 
the sugar is dissolved. When cold add 
the strained juice of the lemon. Take 
out the rind and serve the sherbet in 
glasses. This quantity is sufficient for 
six or seven persons.

WHAT’S INSIDE AN APPLE? 








Structure of Fruit is More Complex 
Than Is Generally Supposed. 

The inside of an apple is to most 
people merely a delicious whitish pulp 
and a few brown seeds in a more or 
less edible core wrupped up in a pret- 
tily colored skin. The real structure | 
of the apple is by no’ means so simple. 
A scientific examination shows it to be \ 
fur more complex. The accompanying 
plotograph shows a cross section of a 
Baldwin apple. It has been treated 
first with ulcohol and then with cedar. 
oil to make the structure of the differ- 
eut parts show up better in the photo- 
graph. 

The outer part, marked A, which ts 
‘the part generally considered the fruit, 
the part that is eaten. is really corre- 
sponding to the miter wood of a tree or | 
the stem of a plant, while the real fruit | 
is the part marked D, known sclentifi- 
cally as the carpel, the dark triangular 
murks in the middle of the photograph.

Concrete costs little more than wood 
and is so much better In every way 
that it is confidently recommended. 
No fodder ts relished so much by stock 
ax silage. Its influence is beneticlal 
to the animal system, Is invigorating 
nod prevents cripples and impaction. 
Succulent silage mukes for good health 
and heavy wilk flow. It is equally 
good for poultry and hogs. 

Corn is the most suitable of all crops 
for silage. It should be harvested 
when the bottom leaves are drying off 
und the grain is doughy and glazing. 
Without burrying the work of filling 
the silo, the best method is to ensile 
the crop as soon as it 1s harvested, 
cutting the stalks and cobs into small 
bits. The grain js more or less mac: 
ernted In the cutter. 

The fodder thus treated is carried by 
menns of an elevator or blower, which 
should deliver the material as near the 
center of the silo as possible. This 
may be dope by the aid of a bag chute 
attached to the mouth of the elevator 
or the blower. 


The labor of distributing the fodder 


is thus minimized, and un even supply 
of the material will be distributed all 
over the silo. If the fodder be al- 
lowed to fall direct from the mouth 
of the conveyor the beaviest parts 
will fall on one side and the lighter 
The silage will 
not settle evenly, and loss will even- 
tuute. To assist In close packing it 
is absolutely essential to trample the 
product all over the silo. Trampling 
the sides or around the edges Js not 
sufficient, for with the sbrinking of 
the center the outer edges creep to- 
ward it and away from the walls, 
thus allowing access of air and con- 
sequent loss. The center should al- 
wiys be kept a little bigber than the 
outer edges. The rate of filling should 
be six to elght feet per day. Quicker 
filling than this may result In gen- 
eruting too much beat, in which cause 
the silnge is liable to deeompose. 
After the silo has been filled the 
fodder sbould be covered witb a light 
framework or coarse sheet and welght- 
ed down.

The dally ration of silage for a dairy 
cow Is from thirty to forty pounds 
when fed with other fodders; when 
there 1s some grass available thirty 
ponnds per day is ample.

It is advisable to give horses small 
quantities only of silage; otherwise 
there may be trouble from stomach 
derangements. Limit the amount fed 
to a few pounds per duy. Pigs and 
poultry will eut small quantities. 

Silage may be made of all plants that 
animals are permitted to eat in the 
green stute, and such fodder preserved 
by this means loses but little of its 
feeding properties {n the process. In 
one way there fs o slight Improvement. 
That is, the tougher fiber of siloed 
fodder is softened and made thereby 
more digestible and acceptuble to ani- 
mals, 

However, there is great risk in put- 
ing vegetables in a silo if a dairy is 
kept. The milk fs apt to be tainted. 
Outs, rye, millet and alfalfa work well 
in connection with corn, but the latter 
Is the maio staple and may be used 
by Itself.
